That Is why In 37 Texas and 25 
Oklahoma counties the fa:-m se- 
curity administration Is showing 
fanmers how to organize pools to 
insure various degrees of medical 
carA from tooth-pulling to com- 
batting malaria. 


Six 
Oklahoma 
counties 
for 
more than a year have put the 
comparatively 
unsung 
system 


through the experimental test-tube, 
and It has work'ed well, the FSA 
says, In a section of the populace 
sadly lacing in medical care. Ma- 
laria, hookworm and hard-to-con- 
quer pellagra are but three of 
the diseases the co-operative ef- 
fort is aimed at. 


Regional Director C. M. Evans 
took the wraps off the new plan 
today and explained its workings. 
The government, along with its 
loans for farm operation, lends the 
farmer up to about $28 (varying 
with size of family and ability to 
repay) which goes Into a pool for 
all the families participating.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—0<P)— 


Associate Justice Pierce Butler of 
the supreme court died today. 


The 73-year-old justice entered 


a hospital for treatment of blad- 
der trouble last summer, and with 
the exception of two weeks when 
he was able to return to his homo 
he had remained there since, 


His death meant that President 


Roosevelt's appointees would be 
In the majority on the court. Mr. 
Roosevelt has named four 
of 
those on the nine-man tribunal. 
Butler was a democrat, but of- 
In a formal statement, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed his re- 
gret. He also sent Mrs. Butler 
a personal note of condolence. 
'I have known Justice Butler 
for a great many 
years," 
the 
statement said, "and I always re- 
garded him as a personal friend. 
His undoubtedly great ability, his 
complete frankness 
In 
the 
ex- 
pression of his philosophy and his 
honest convictions commanded my 
respect, and, in common with his 
many friends, I sincerely regret 
his untimely passing." 
flclals of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration had termed him one of 
the two "conservative" members 
of the court, the other being Jus- 
tice James C. McReynolds. 
Although Butler was the third 
oldest of the justices—Chief Jus- 
tice Charles Evans Hughes, like 
McReynolds, is 77—he had been 
reported in robust health during 
the term of court which ended 
last June, 
As the Supreme Court assem- 
bled at noon, Hughes, his voice 
trembling with emotion, announc- 
ed Butler's death. 
Hughes Announces Death.

WEAPON READY FOR USE AGAINST 


ENEMY THAT IS NON-RESISTANT

son gas warfare has a now wea- 
pon ready for tho battlefield. 
It Is tho chemical tank, a squat 


speedy, 
steel-skinned 
caterpillar 
whose Insldos, Instead of guns, 
are mostly poison 
liquids and 
gases. 


This tank Is described by Lt. 


Col. Augustln M. Prentius, USA, 
chemical warfare service, as one 
of the most formidable methods 
of attack yet devised, He is one 
on tho groat authorities on gas 
warfare. 
"Chemical tanks have the pow- 
er," ho writes In tho chemical 
warfare bulletin, "to suddenly re- 
lease enormous concentrations on 
non-resistant lethal gas In such 
strength as to 
readily 
break 


through any military gas mask,'1 


The non-persistent 
gases 
art 
those which float In the air, and 
poison tho lungs. Their potency 
as weapons was greatly reduced 
by gas masks In the World war, 
But the chemical tanks may 


prove so effective, says Col. Pren- 
tlss, that an entirely now type of 
gas mask will be needed for pro- 
tection, 
This mask would keep 


Its wearor alive by breathing oxy- 
gen stored Inside the mask. 


A single tank, he explains, car- 
rying 1,000 pounds of phosgene 
can cover In one mission an area 
downwind BOO yards 
lond 
and 
100 yards wide. For an additional 
SOO yards, or a total of nearly 
two-thirds of a mile, the concen- 
tration Of this gal will be suf- 


ficiently deadly to cause sorloua 
casualties. 


Tho groat advantage 
of this 
new war engine Is tho ease ot 
placing gas. For example, to do 
the same thing with artillery or 
projectors of gas, would require 
hours of preparation, transport- 
Ing materials to tho firing lino. 
The tanks, alone of ground wea- 
pons, carries Its own gas. 


European belligerents are sup- 
plied with 
those tanks. 


Another now weapon Is the air- 
plann spray. Tests 
show, Col. 
Prentlss says, 
that 
low-flying 


planes in a single flight can cov- 
er an area averaging 800 yards 
long and 250 wide with enough 
persistent gas to render It un- 
tenable to unprotected troops. 
Thu persistent gas Is mustard, 


a HquH. Its breathing effects aro 
small, and not fatal. But at the 
slightest touch it burns badly. 
There Is at least one now form 


of mustard waiting for war use. 
This 
Is mustard powdor.

Germans have it and other na- 
tions may have the same thing. 
The powder mustard lasts longer 
on the ground than tho liquid.

Born In a Minnesota log cabin, 
Butler practiced law at St. Paul 
until appointed to the court in 
1022 
by President Harding, a re- 
publican. 


Because he had been 
attorney 
for several railroads and many 
corporations, several Midwestern 
Progressives fought his confirma- 
tion. 


Physically he was a large man 
with piercing blue eyes, a round 
face and curling hair. 


Thoroughly Irish. 
Away from his judicial duties 
he was a genial story 
teller. 


Geanalogically he was thoroughly 
Irish. 
He and his father, whose 


namo was Patrick, both were born 
on St. Patrick's Day. 
Butler wrote the 1935 opinion 


holding unconstitutional a New 
York law fixing minimum wages 
for women. 
It was reversed a 
few months later. 


The justice asserted that such 
legislation was "repugnant to tho 
due process clause of the Four- 
teenth amendment" In that It de- 
prived women of the right to con- 
tract. 


He also wrote a dissent to the 


majority opinion holding consti- 
tutional tho unemployment Insur- 
ance provisions of the social se- 
curity act. 
He contended that 
"the statutory scheme Is repug- 
nant to the tenth (state rights) 
amendment." 
Butler had not participated In 
reeent decisions of the court. 


Mr. Roosevelt already has ap- 
pointed Justices Hugo L. Black, 
Stanley Reed. Felix Frankfurter, 
and William O. Douglas. 
They succeeded Willis Van De- 
vanter, -George Sutherland, Ben- 
jamin Cordoza and Louis D. Brna- 
dles.

American Success Story. 
Pierce Butler's career was the

He was horn In a Minnesota log 
cabin, worked his way through 
college, became the leading rail- 
road attorney of the northwest 
and amassed a fortune before his

appointment to the supremo court 
at the age of 56. 


His background of rugged In- 


dividualism was evidenced In his 
judicial philosophy. As a supreme 
court justice he was a staunch 
defender of the 
Individual and 


property rights which he held were 
guaranteed by the constitution. 


There should be no legislation, 


he once said, which would hamper 
any poor youth from making his 
way to the top. 
His views on the constitution 


aligned him Invariably in split de- 
cisions, with the conservatives. He, 
Van Devanter, Sutherland and Mc- 
Reynolds voted to Invalidate most 
of the New Deal laws of President 
Roosevelt's first term that reached 
the court. 


Of all the justices, only McRey- 


nolds voted more often 
against 
these legislative Innovations. But- 
ler balloted IT times against tho 
administration and 10 for it in the 
first 27 tests to reach the court. 
Opposed -'Dole* Law. 


He wrote an outspoken dissent to 
a majority opinion holding con- 
stitutional the unemployment In- 
surance provisions of the social 
security act. 


"The constitution," 
he 
said, 
"grants to the United States no 
power to pay unemployed persons 
or to require the states to enact 
laws or to raise or disburse money 
for that purpose." 


Because of Butler's known con- 
servative views his appointment to 
the supremo court In 1922 by Pres- 
ident Harding aroused bitter op- 
position. The progressives of the 
northwest attacked him as a "re- 
actionary;" the city council of Min- 
neapolis adopted a resolution crit- 
icizing the selection. 


None, however, charged that the 


new justice lacked legal learning 
and skill. Ho held high rank and 
respect In the Minnesota bar and 
numbered among his clients the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Burlington, New York Central and 
Chicago St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omaha railroads, and tho St. Paul 
Gas and Light company. 
He had won a national reputa- 


tion in 1907 for his handling of the 
Minnesota rate case for the north- 
west' railroads. This case attract- 
ed attention because 'It was the 
first real test of the power of a 
state to regulate Intrastate rates. 
Butler won In the lower courts but 
lost In the supreme court. 
But Butler's talents as a lawyer 
were not confined to railroads, 
The government utilized his skill 
In the 1909-10 bleached flour cases 
under the food and drug act and 
in the first prosecutions under the 
Sherman anti-trust act, the defend- 
ants being Armour's, Swift's and 
other Chicago meat-packing con- 
cerns. 


Early Contacts With Taft. 


Canada retained him as Its coun- 


sel In arbitration procedings to 
determine the price it should pay 
in the purchase of 
the 
Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway. 


The packers and the Canadian 
cases brought Butler under the ob- 
servation of Vllllam Howard Taft 
with whom he later was to serve 
on the highest court. The packers 
were prosecuted while Taft was 
president, and in the Grand Trunk 
Pacific arbitration he was one of 
the commissioners. Butler won his 
points In that preceding over the 
dissent of Taft. 


Butler was a member of Presi- 
dent. Wilson's conference commit- 
tee on federal valuation of rail- 
ways from 1913 to 1918, 
Butler's parents, Patrick and 
Mary Butler, worked a farm near 
Northfleld, Minn. They were Irish 
and their son Pierce was born on 
St. Patrick's Day, March 17, 1868. 
He attended a pioneer school, did 
chores on tho farm and then at 15 
entered Carleton College at North- 
field, Minn. There he rustled milk 
cans in a dairy to pay his expenses. 


He was graduated from Carleton

As soon as report of tho storm 
reached Corslcana, the

Pierce, and the executive secre- 
tary, Mrs. Mitchell, went to Rich- 
land and began immediately to 
concentrate activities upon pro- 
viding emergency 
medical 
aid,

notified the Midwestern branch 
office at St. Louis by telegraph, 
giving the required information.

AUSTIN, Nov. 15.—(ff>)—The last 
of Texas' anti-trust suits against 
cement manufacturing 
companies 


have been settled with collection of 
an additional $100,000 for the state, 
Attorney General Gerald C. Mann 
announced. 
The suits were against tho San 
Antonio Portland Cement company 
and tho Longhorn Portland Cement 
company of San Antonio and the

them from fixing prices, lessening 
competition and restraining trade.

Navarro Hotel. 


Captain John B. Draper of Dal- 


las, commanding tills division of 
the state highway patrol for the 
Texas department of public safe- 
ty, made a short talk in which ho 
commended, the Good Roads As- 
sociation for its active part in 
assisting tho highway department 
in its program. 
Ho also express- 


ed appreciation for the interest 
shown by the association in the 
highway patrol organization. 


Mr. Proper pointed out in de- 


tail the things accomplished by 
the Texas Good Roads Associa- 
tion during its nine years of or- 
ganization. 
He stated that the 


association had assisted in keep- 
ing revenues collected from tour- 
ists from being spent for other 
state works, as was tho caao in 
many other states. 


Turning to another part of his 


address, the speaker stated that 
It has become a problem for the 
state highway department to keep 
pace with the rapid progress be- 
ing made in motor transportation, 


So fast has been this progress 
that roads constructed ten years 
ago have become obsolete, he de- 
clared. 


Tho speaker then discussed the 


modernization of the Texas high- 
way system, the beautification ot 
the roads, and the safety meas- 
ures taken by the stale depart- 
ment to eliminate as many of the 
accidents occuring each day on 
the nighways as possible.

1938, Mr. Proper stated that tho 
total amount of vehicles registered 
in 1930 was 1,401,748 to 1,583,130 
cars for 1938. The highway users 
paid out in highway taxes $41,- 
883,704 in 
1030 compared 
with 


$02,133,480 for 1938. 


Concluding, tho speaker compar- 


ed the tax revenue of tho state 
department in 1930 to that of 
1938 and pointed out that there 
was an increase of $20,000,000 in 
highway taxes but $9,000,000 less 
spent for modern safe roads.

This yeasty spirit of the teach-

progressive on earth. To aspira- 
tion and endeavor are promised 
rewards, both spiritual and tem- 
poral. That person Is living In 
tho spirit of the Law of the Lord 
who is forever asking, 
seeking, 


knocking. The Christian life is 
an endless endeavor after 
the 


best. 


And Jesus pledges the very na- 
ture of God to a satisfaction of 
this search. The good Father In 
Heaven Is more eager to meet the 
desires of His children than any 
earthly father. 


The Golden Rule 


Hidden in the heart of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount Is the supreme 
program for everyday living. The 
world has learned to call it the 
Golden 
Rule: 
"Whatsoever 
ye 


would that men should do unto 
you, 
even so do ye 
also 
unto 


them." So simple is this mighty 
statement that little children mem- 
orize it: so vast its Implications 
that, if needed, it would give us 
a warless world and a social or- 
der that would spell happiness for 
all. 


Negative statements of the same 
truth were made by earlier philos- 
ophers than Jesus. But He accent- 
ed the positive side. He would not 
have a jellyfish world, merely re- 
fraining from evil. "Do" Is 
His 


word. For, be It ever remembered 
the Christian life is an active one. 
It means growth, service and ac- 
complishment. 
As has been said, "Only the 


Golden Rule can bring In the 
Golden Age." There are hundreds 
oC programs for social reconstruc- 
tion now being offered to the pub- 
lic. But none approaches in effec- 
tiveness the sublime simplicity of 
this Divine mandate. For. it is a 
mandate, a commandment, an ex- 
plicit declaration of the will of 
God. 


The Termites of Criticism 


Another point, vitally touching 
everyday life, is stressed by Jesus 
in the section of His 
discourse 
that we are considering. It is the 
matter of uncharitable criticism. 
Doubtless in His day, as in ours, 
there were many "superior" per- 
sons who thought it a virtue to 
be able to find fault with others. 
This is almost the extent of tho 
culture of some shallow 
spirits. 
They deem their gift of censorl- 
ousness a quality of merit. Instead 
of self-amendment, they are en- 
grossed in criticism of others, 
I know small towns which dwell 


In dread of "what they say." All 
public enterprise Is killed by fear 
of neighborly criticism. The peo- 
ple are really terrorized by the 
tongues of those about them. Yet, 
furtively, the place is alive with 
uncharitable 
and 
acld-tongued 


comment upon the lives and ac- 
tions of neighbors. The termites 
of uncharltableness are 
steadily 
eating away the pillars of com- 
munity life. 


Naturally, the Great Teacher of 
character and conduct could not 
ignore this disposition In human 
nature. So He said, "Judge not 
that ye be not judged." For the 
spirit In which we judge returns 
inevitably to judge us. It 
seemi 
almost as If the Master were pok- 
ing fun at this human frailty, as 
He used Oriental hyperbole In de- 
scribing the man with a log In his 
own eye trying to remove a splin- 
ter from his brother's eye, Fault- 
finding Is foolish and futile.

Home Service Is a term which 
is applied to all service rendered 
by Red Cross Chapters In behalf 
of persons In all branches of the 
military and naval service of the 
United States, and their families; 
and for disabled ex-service 
per- 


sons and their families, including 
informational and claims service 
to all ex-service men, disabled and 
able-bodied, 


In the field of home 
service, 


which is one of the two major re- 
sponsibilities of a Chapter (Dis- 
aster Relief is the other), and a 
required service, the local chapter 
carries one of the heaviest case 
loads In the area,. From January 
1, 1939, to the present date, Mrs. 
R, B. Mitchell, executive secre- 
tary of the Navarro County Chap- 
ter, has actualy rendered service 
in 199 veteran and 18 active ser- 
vice cases. 


This service consists of prepara- 


tion of claims for 
government 


benefits for veterans and their 
dependents, including the gather- 
ing of evidence from comrades,
